COMMENTS  ON  GRAD I NR  AND  RVM 


Grading  Is  essentially  a  Tore  oT  communication,  a  type  of  language 
the  function  of  which  is  to  convey  knowledge  about  the  state  of 
preservation  and  desirability  of  a  coin  from  one  numismatist  to  another. 

As  with  any  language  terms  or  words  are  used  to  convey  meaning,  l.e. 

Good,  Very  Pine,  Extremely  Fine,  etc.  However,  In  human  communication 
words  cannot  be  arbitrarily  assigned  meaning.  Words  squire  meaning  by 
being  used  successfully  by  those  who  have  meanings  to  convey.  The 
meaning  of  a  term  evolves  from  Its  successful  use  in  communication  to 
create  understanding. 

Ideally  each  grading  term  would  serve  as  an  exact  definition.  In 
practice  not  every  coin  Is  an  archetypal  example  of  its  grade.  Some 
coins  are  easy  to  grade,  others  are  difficult.  This  need  not  present  a 
problem  if  one  understands  that  coins  wear  slowly  and  do  not  magically 
jump  from  one  grade  In  terms  of  wear,  such  as  VF20,  to  another, such  as  F12. 

As  an  example  take  a  Bit  Lincoln  penny.  Rub  It  between  your  fingers 
for  a  few  minutes  and  you  have  reduced  it  to  AU.  Imagine  how  long  you 
would  have  to  rub  to  reduce  it  to  VF  or  F.  It  takes  a  lot  of  wear  to 
reduce  a  coin  to  F12.  It  happens  slowly, a  little  at  a  time.  For  that 
reason  many  coins  do  not  fit  exactly  into  one  grading  category  or 
another  Now  to  make  things  even  more  complicated  consider  that  most 
coins  are  not  absolutely  free  of  marks  or  problems.  Take  the  BU  penny 
we  just  reduced  to  AU.  Another  hour  of  rubbing  would  probably  reduce 
it  to  brown  XF.  But  with  a  straight  pin  you  can  reduce  it  from  unc  to 
cull  in  just  a  few  seconds.  If  you  bury  it  in  the  ground  it  might 
aqulre  enough  porosity  in  a  few  weeks  to  render  it  barely  identifiable. 

Several  months  ago  a  ma jor  firm  advertised  a  1794  Half  Cent  as 
"MS60  porous"  I  certainly  did’nt  understand  the  coin  to  be  truly 
unc i rcul at ed .  The  grade  description  communicated  little.  Perhaps  a  grade 
of  "VF20  Mint  state  sharpness  porous  surfaces"  would  have  been  more 
helpful.  After  all  that  is  the  firms  intent  ls'nt  it?  Unfortunately 
the  firms  Intent  was  probably  merely  to  sell  the  coin  to  anyone 
foolish  enough  to  believe  their  description. 

We  do’nt  claim  to  have  the  solution  to  all  of  the  numismatic 
communities  grading  problems.  We  don’t  claim  to  be  perfect.  But  we  do 
try  to  be  helpful.  It’s  impossible  to  be  1007.  accurate  in  grading 
and  describing  early  copper.  But  we  intend  to  provide  as  much  honest 
accurate  information  as  possible.  In  this  and  all  future  RVM  catalogs 
RVM  will  use  net  or  value  grading.  That  Is, the  listed  grade  will  reflect 
the  grade  after  any  problems  or  deductions  have  been  taken  into 
consideration.  In  most  cases  early  copper  coins  have  defects  and  will 
not  sustain  a  net  grade  equal  to  the  coins  sharpness.  We  make  a 
concerted  effort  to  find  choice  problem  free  coins.  Where  there  are 
defects  they  will  be  noted , descr 1  bed . and  reflected  in  the  net  or  value 
grade  of  the  coin.

As  you  can  see  both  coins  have  detail  equal  to  VF20  by  ANA 
standards  I'lJT  the  first  coin  has  a  lower  net  grade  and  value  due  to 
the  surface  porosity.  You  the  collector  must  determine  which  coin  is 
more  desirable  to  you,  taking  grade,  problems,  and  price  into  consideration. 
Our  gradlnq  policy  is  intended  to  provide  the  most  accurate  descriptions 
possible.  Thus  making  your  decision  easier  and  more  satisfying.  We 
welcome  your  questions  and/or  comments.
